More from the Mailbag; “Flow can I 
recognize a good investment?” one reader 
writes. 

Years ago we wrote about racing cars. 
In any group, someone would always wink, 
punch us in the ribs and ask, “C’mon now, 
what’s the best car to buy? 1 want something 
for around town and commuting to work.” 
Since driving a racing car around town or to 
work would get you enough tickets to buy a 
new Traffic Courthouse, the answer was always 
the same; 

.Any investment has pros and cons. The 
greater the possibility of gain, usually the great¬ 
er the risk. First, you must list your finan¬ 
cial needs and goals, always. Then you choose 
appropriate investments. Fhen you check re¬ 
gularly to make sure things are still headed 
where they should be. There is no simple 
magic formula. If there were, vve would all 
be driving RoMs-Rcryces or Ferraris. 

If you are young and affluent, you normal¬ 
ly look for investments that offer greater pro¬ 
fit potential (and unfortunately, higher risk) 
with tax shelter considerations — and tewer 
retirement/safety features. Older investors of¬ 
ten need investments that may offer less gain, 
but with much greater safety ol principal, 
plus considerations for retirement, getting kids 
through college, paying off mortgages, buying 
that still you always wanted or that cabin on 
Lake Ungentine. 

In our view, any investment must be 
tailored to your own personal circumstances. 
A racing car isn’t right for Howie’s or .Alex’s, 
and a Chevy or foyota sedan isn’t in the 
picture at Indianapolis or Le Mans.

For safer 
auto accidents 

Traffic accidents happen to the best 
drivers. 

If you shouid be involved in an ac¬ 
cident, here are some tips on how best 
to handle the situation. 

— Do not admit responsibility for an ac¬ 
cident prior to giving a poiice report. The 
facts you release might be wrong because 
you’re hurt, emotionally upset, or con¬ 
fused. Generally, people involved in ac¬ 
cidents are required only to exchange 
addresses and license numbers. 

— Get your vehicle out of the path of 
traffic if possible, unless this is pro¬ 
hibited by state law. 

— Stay calm. If someone is injured, call 
for medical assistance immediately. It is 
usually best not to move an injured per¬ 
son. Don’t administer first aid yourself 
unless you are sure it’s warranted and 
you’re sure of your medical knowledge. 

— Notify police. Answer all questions to 
the best of your ability, if you’re too 
shaken up to think straight, tell the of¬ 
ficer. 

— Take down ali relevant information: 
the other driver’s name, address, license 
number and insurance company (and 
phone number): the police officer’s name; 
and the number of accident report. 

If possible, obtain the names, ad¬ 
dresses and phone numbers of any wit¬ 
nesses. Jot down all the details of the 
incident and the scene, including position 
of cars, weather conditions, speed at 
which you were traveling, unusual objects, 
road signs and names and seating po¬ 
sitions of passengers. 

_ Contact your insurance company 

promptly. It is best to carry with you 
information on how to contact your com¬ 
pany. 

— Get ready for the next accident. You 
might never be involved in another ac¬ 
cident but now you know it’s good to be 
prepared. 

Keep on hand a survival kit with such 
items as emergency flares, a blanket, 
chalk for drawing marks to indicate the 
position of your car and insurance in¬ 
formation. 

With a little luck and good driv¬ 
ing skills, hopefully you’ll never use this 
kit. 


Tax bills in the mail

Taxpayers who fail to 
pay their property tax 
installments by the de¬ 
linquency dates of Dec. 
10 and .Apr. 10, will 
have to pay penalties of 
lO'^’o. If homeowners 
have not received a bill 
by Nov. I, it is impor¬ 
tant that they obtain one 
by contacting the Tax 
C'cllector’s office, be¬ 
cause state law does not 
permit the Tax Collect¬ 
or to cancel penalties for 
late payments because of 
failure to receive tax 
bills.

Dogs and humans share several common 
traits, one of which is vulnerabilitv to physical 
problems in old age. .lust like their tuiman 
counterparts, dogs sull'er I'rom diminished eye¬ 
sight and hearing, arthritis, kidnev and liver 
disorders, tumors, constipation and heart prob¬ 
lems. 

Dogs are as individualistic as humans and 
manv sutler only a tew physical discomtorts 
throughout the aging process. Many disorders 
and unnecessary discomlorts can be prevented 
by adjusting the elderly dog’s daily needs as 
they change. 

Temperature; Dogs who are ill should 
never sleep outdoors. Old dogs who are well 
should only sleep in a warm, soft, sleeping 
area. Keep your dog protected from wind and 
drafts (even indoors) and avoid extreme heat 
(such as furnace). 


Exercise: Dogs lose stamina as they get 
old. .Avoid pushing your dog to run and play 
vigorously. Exercise is still important so try 
shorter, easier walks, several times a day. Be 
alert to signs that your dog is tiring, especially 
breathing problems. 

Safety: Older dogs are safest when they 
are on a leash or in their own yard. Their 
senses are somewhat dulled (sight, hearing), 
thus they are easy prey for ears, fighting dogs, 
etc. Keep in mind that your dog may not 
respond to your commands because he may not 
hear you as well as he once could. 

Diet: .-Xs dogs get older, they exercise Ics- 
frequently and therefore, need fewer calorics. ; 
Excess weight puts a strain on your dog - ! 
system. Many old dogs experience metabolic , 
changes that require a change in diet. An older | 
dog’s system may not absorb certain nutrients | 
as well as a young dog. Check with your j 
veterinarian about any type of diet change.

This house located on Montecito Street was 
elaborately built in 1904. It has many influences | 
of the Queen Anne style with “eclecticisms” scat¬ 
tered throughout the design. It has many classical 
ornaments grafted onto the building, giving it a 
medieval quality. 

The English architect most closely associated 
with the Queen Anne style was Richard Norman 
Shaw (1831-1912) whose spacious, large-fronted 
homes were well known. Even though the ar¬ 
chitect for this home is not known, Shaw’s in¬ 
fluence is clearly seen as the house builds up¬ 
ward out of the front steps that lead to three 
separate gables. 

Queen Anne homes are also characterized by 
the different materials used between the first floor 
and the second. This house has a base made from 
clapboard, and singles make up the second and 
third floors. 

Verandas and balconies open up the inside of 
the house to the outside while a fireplace and 
grand staircase accent the warmth of the interior 
with its darkly-stained woods. A built-in beveled 
glass mirror with coat tree hooks is an example 
of the detail and attention given to the interior ot 
the house. Windows set with leaded caning provide

How Halley’s Comet got its name..

1 his is another segment of a continuing series 
oti I lalley’s C otnet. Fd. 

Up until the time of British astrotiotner, Ed- 
tnund Httlley, it w'lis believed that cotiiets weie 
objects that passed by the earth only otice as they 
stiiled out of the solar system. 

But Halley, in 1705 had studied Isaac New¬ 
ton’s theories on platietary orbits atid thought that 
cotiiets also must have orbits. In his research he 
found that recorded history had highlighted a bright 
cotnet that passed iti 1531, 1607, atid 1682 and 
all were similar in appearance. 

Halley predicted, to the scorn of the scientific 
conuminity at that time, that the comet would pass 
the earth again in 1758-59. As predicted, the comet 
tippeaied and in Halley’s honor was given his name. 

Halley’s comet has a relatively short orbit in 
Its 76-ycar course through the solar system. Some 
comets have orbits from 200 years to millions ol 
years. Halley’s comet is considered a short-period 
comet because its orbit is less than 200 years. 

1 here are approximately 100 short-period 
crimets known, but Halley’s is the most lamoiis 
because it is the brightest. It is also lanunis be¬ 
cause unlike other short-period comets, its orbit is

opposite to that of the rotation of the planets. 

It is also considered the largest of the sluirt- 
period comets with a size of 6 kilometers (4 miles) 
in diameter. 

It is visible only when it nears the sun ;md is 
heated enough to release its frozen gases of hydro¬ 
gen, nitrogen and carbon. Solai winds ibrcc these 
molecules outward to form an ioni/cd tail that will 
illuminate for millions of miles. 

These gases may also carry a line tliisi that is 
blown away by the pressure from sunlight and may 
form a second tail illuminated by the sun. Because 
the sun decays the comet each lime it oibits around 
it, an estimated three to 10 feet of frozen material 
is worn off the surface of the comet, litis will 
cause the comet to dim with age ttiid finally will 
no longer be seen. 

Scientists think at that point the comet becomes 
a dark rocky mass or dissipates into solar dust. 

An average comet can survive about 1000 
trips around the sun. Halley’s comet is relatively 
young in its orbit ol 2200 years and h;ts not yet 
shown signs of old age ... A comlorting thought 
for those of you worried about seeing it again in 
the year 2062.

Griffin told the council, “My main objection 
(to the present ordinance) is that it takes money 
out of citizens’ pockets. A person has property 
with a rental unit prior to ’57. If he wants to sell, 
he has to reveal that the buyer no longer has a 
rental ... I would suggest that every non-con¬ 
forming R-1 property with a rental untt — wtth a 
guest house — must register the guest house with the 
city. Then you have a record to monitor. I’d sug¬ 
gest you include that upon sale, it (the guest 
house) must be inspected to see if it meets the 
present code, grant a C.U.P. to the next buyer 
or the next person the title is transferred to.” 

John Holcombe believes the city should start 
thinking about fewer ordinances and be more con¬ 
cerned with the enforcement of the present ones. 
He noted piles of trash outside homes “for three 
months,” trailers out in front of homes, old cars, 
overbuilding. 

“Before we institute more ordinances, let’s 
make the rules for everyone,” he said. 

Don Watts noted that he had purchased two 
units on a lot in an R-1 zone built prior to the 
founding of the city and zoning rules.” He was told 
that living in one and renting one was legal. “Will 
this ordinance take away my right to pay the mort¬ 
gage on my house?”

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City Commissioners continue to do their homewoilc 


Sierra Madre Planning Commissioners met 
Monday evening, intent on addressing problems and i 
ferreting out answers surrounding Ordinance No. 
1018, the R-3 multi-family developments ordinance. 

The group struggled with sections of the or¬ 
dinance that troubled each of them most. 

Commissioner Patricia Hofer believes the City 
Council should give any of their decisions to the 
attorney for drafting instead of asking commis¬ 
sioners to work with him. “It’s an overuse of the 
city attorney.” 

Commissioner Ross Tyree said, “We need to do 
something to get the moratorium lifted.” ( fhe coun¬ 
cil at its last meeting e.xtendcd the 45-day morato¬ 
rium on all new R-3 development, fhe extension 
runs the moratorium into the first week of De¬ 
cember, according to City Administrator .lim 
Me Rea.) 

Commissioner Howard Wagner wants to main¬ 
tain all heights at 30 feet from the highest grade, 
dissolving a 35-ft. height limit for R-3 (commer¬ 
cial) zones.

He added, “I’d suggest rewriting the zoning 
code so there’s some variation in density require¬ 
ments depending on lot size. It would be higher 
for large lots and lower for small lots.” He 
agreed to develop a table for developers to use 
concerning pirssiblc ilcnsily bonuses. 

Commissioner Stan Hutchinson said, “Eel’s 
get back to porous surfaces, fhe big problem is 
with runoff such as the site on Mariposa.” He 
delved a little into the need to reduce areas ot 
concrete around R 3 piirpcrty and discussed prob¬ 
lems relating to runoll soulhwarti when curbs arc 
not high enough to c|Ul1I the rush ol water lol- 
lowing a big rain sioim. 

Hutchinson also addrcssctl the use ol walls 
around property to ensure privacy, particularly 
when R-3 properly is next to R-l property. 

Wesley suggested that parking should “be sim¬ 
plified. I’d like two covered spaces lor each apart-
